8ho could not have succeeded to any 
real estate, becausa under the common 
law an alien cannot inherit or take real 
astute by auccesfljon. That common 
law provision remains the common, law 
of thia state, because the constitution of 
tho United ritatea prohibits any state 
making a treaty for itself. Tho regula- 
tion of tbe rights of an alien to inherit ia 
within the treaty-making power, and 
states are precluded from dealing with 
the subject. The atatutes of California, 
section 061-672 of the civil code, which 
provide that an alien may take real 
property, are therefore void. 


For thia reason, it is alleged, Florence 


Blythe could not inherit. 
When ahe 


applied to the courts of California and 
showed herself to be an alien the court 
had no jurisdiction and its judgment in 
her favor was void.

honor to them for the prompitude and 
force with which they acted in securing 
the incriminating telegrams. To tLe 
firet named o! these three men especial 
credit is due. If it had not been for him, 
and them, Superintendent Jaynes of the 
Western 
Union Telegraph company 


would havo succeeded in hie attempt to 
guard tho chief parties who were en- 
gaged m this business of corruption. 
And right hero the interesting question 
arises: To what extent will a telegraph 
company shield its patrons in criminal 
enterprises? If they are engaged in 
corruption legislatures it will shield and 
protect them. Tf a man who was abont 
to loot a bank should telegraph to his 
"pal" to assist him, would the company 
ba equally curtain to guard hia criminal 
interests? It would be interesting to 
know just where a telegraph company 
doea run it! line of moral demarcation 
in ench cases. And to what extent does 
the law applicable to accessories in 
crime pertain to a telegraph company? 


The legislature adjourned without dis- 


posing of this ngly business. It had no 
right to do so. Ii the legislators would 
have been compelled to stay in Sacra- 
mento another week to eiit this half-ex- 
posed crime to its fnll revealment, it 
was their duty to do it. The disgrace 
came to the state through some of them, 
and it was their place to rectify it, so 
far aa auch a thing might be possible 
To the certainty that boodlcra and un 
Bpeakable knaves were in the leeisla 
tnre, they had no right to add the fur 
ther certainty that these most danger 
onB of villains would go nupnnisheii. N 
question of convenience or ineonveni 
ence should have been weighed for 
moment against the duty they owed n; 
the state to investigate the crime and 
punish the criminals. 


While the charges of the Examiner 


against this legislature were lacking in 
reasonableness and discrimination, they 
have so far been eustaiced that the people 
know that boodling and IxxidlerB were 
features of that body.

NEWI-,.I:I, Ky., March 20.—The mur- 


der oi 1'earl Bryan, fourteen months 
airo, «s averted today by a double 
luueini;. A-ott Jackson and Alonzo M. 
Walling were executed ftt 11.14 a. m. 
from tlie same scaffold. There was a 
double trap, bnt only one lever, and 
when Sheriff 1'lummer pulled the lever 
both dropped the same iustant, Walling, 
however, lingered a moment lonper than 
Jackson. Thu nock of neither one was 
broken, and both struggled haid in the 
process of strangulation. 


The arrangements were complete and 


the performance was so perfect that it 
was without any incident unusual on 
"uch occa-ioM. Both men were ncrv- 
oaatotliBlatt,andonthe gal lows pro- 
tested their innocence and died with 
their 5e,:rete,EO that it may never be 
known what was done with the head of 
IVarl Bryau, or where she lodged the 
two niu-hta previous to her murder, or 
what part each took in tlie decapitation, 
or whether other! were implicated. 


There were over 300 men within the 


enclosure to witness tha hauginK, and 
many thousands around tlio iail yam, 
but the luilitia, siiccial deputies anil po- 
lice maintained order. The execution 
was quickly dispatched, as neither had 
anyttiin" to say ou tho sallows except to 
declare 'his innocence, and Rev. A. J. 
Lee w aa brief in his service. 


There was, however, a long delay, as 


Jackson and Walline continued their 
tactics oi falsa confessions as long aa 
possible. Sheriff Plummer intended to 
hang the men at 7 a.m., so aa to avoid 
the great crowds that assembled later m 
the day. On account of the promises of 
a confession, tho execution was post- 
poned until 8 a.m., and then to 9 a.m., 
when Jackson declared Walling waa not 
uuiltv. Than telegraphic communica- 
tion op-ned with Governor Bradley. 
When the crowds learned that Jacisou 
was etill making confessions and the 
covernor waa considering the respite of 
Walling, there wore many demonstra- 
tions in the large crowds assembled, but 
the nolice and militia kept all at a safe 
distance. Both men had been making 
confessions for some weeks and contra- 
dicting them next day. Both of them 
repudiated all their confessions before 


Wheu Governor Bradley and Sheriff 


Pl'immer finally pressed Jackson lor 
details and dotinite information about 
Walling, the former said he could not 
say, on the eve oi his death, that the 
latter was innoceut. Governor Bradley 
then ordered the oherifi to proceed, and 
wiiBu the announcement was made to 
tbe croud, there were 
cheers 
and 


marked demonstrations for the gover- 


The iDcennity of able counsel and 


iriends had been used during the past 
week to iniiuence the governor, by false 
confessions and other adroit schemes, 
to iiive Jackson more time anu modify 
the sentence of Walling, bnt Governor 
Bradley analyzed the case too closely 
ior these p!ana to become operative. 


From y a.m. until tho execution many 


false reports were circulated about Wal- 
ling being respited, and these reports 
caused the greatest excitement around 
the jail. The scaffold waa in the open 
air of the court vard, and outside the 
crowd was easify kept advised as to 
what waa going on iu the enclosure. 
The utmost secrecy wae,however,.mam- 
taiued as to what waa going on m the 
jail, into whichonlythe counsel,friends, 
nastor and officers were admitted. The 
excitement extended into 
Oovington 


and other suburbs, while in Cincinnati 
signals were used and large crowds sur- 
ronnried the newspaper offices. Extra 
editions of local papers contained tbe 
rumors about the probable respite of 
Walling and added to the excitement. 


During the noon hour, when the 


streets were crowded with people Roing 
to luncheon, the black flags were put 
out announcing the executions, and 
there were crowds everywhere. None of 
the members of tbe Bryan family from 
Greencastle, Ind., wore present. 
They 


were represented by Silas A. Hayes, 
i'red Hayea.S. Renick, William Hiawer, 
A. A. Black and W. E. Starr, friends of 
the Bryan family. 
Hoon after tne exe- 


cution the crowds left the streets sur- 
rounding the jail, but they did uot leave 
until after tho bodies of the men had 
been taken away. 


Tonight tho city is as quiet as usuai. 


It has been disturbed hy these men for 
over a year. 


The remains of Walling were taken to 


hia mother at Hamilton, Ohio, today. 


The remains of Scott Jackson were 


incinerated tonight at the Cincinnati 
crematory. 
His mother is opposed to 


cremation, but had the body incinerated 
eo she could take the ashes to her home 
at Greeucastle, Ind., and not suffer the 
mortification "of being refused burial 
there. 
Tho widowed mother was un- 


able to bear the expense of taking tho 
remains to their old home in Maine, aa 
at first contemplated. 


• The friends of tho Bryan family, who 
were here to attend tho execution, 
stated that ao cemetery in that vicinity 
would give a permit for hia burial there.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—L. A.Thura- 


ton, ex-iumiater of Hawaii to thio coun- 
ty, now president of the Annexation 
Club of Honolulu, and here in the inter- 
eats of that organization, gave out in an 
interne w, today regardingthe news from 
San Francisco that the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment, in refusing to allow 5700 Jap- 
anese laborers to land in Honolulu, be- 
lieved it had unearthed an attempt to 
import Japanese into Hawaii n viola- 
tion of the immigration laws. He char- 
acterized the subject an one of the jrrav- 
6Ht now confronting the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment. Ho eaid: 
"Four or five immigration companies 


have been formed by leading officials of 
Japan, including the present Japanene 
minister at Washington, and they have 
the past year heen bringing in larce 
numbers of free Japanese immigraiito to 
Hawaii. There are five liuea of ateam- 
ere between Honolulu and Japan, mak- 
ing monthly tripe, and every ateamer

The prisoner withdrew the plea of not 


guilty which he entered -rtheu tiret ar- 
raigned. He had one trial, in which 
the jury disagreed, standing teu for con- 
viction and two for acquittal. Being 
fearful that another jury minht iutlict 
capital punishment, Rockwell offered to 
plead guilty to murder in the nrat decree 
on the understanding that he was to get 
a sentence of imprisonment. The two 
jurors who voted for hia acquittal at the 
trial would have brought in a verdict of payment of 
manslaughter. 


The scene in Judge Risley'a court 


room yesterday afternoon whon Mur- 
derer Rockwell entered his plea waa a 
very impressive one. The prisoner 
himeelf seemed to feel the gravity of 
the situation leest of anyone. At his 
aide eat Attorneys Lewis 11. Smith and 
Raleigh E. Rhodes. District Attorney 
Snow was on hand to represent the oeo- 
ple.Attorney Rhodes, on behalf of the de- 
fendant, arose and stated that Rockwell 
deairful to withdraw hia plea of not 
Kuilty and enter one of guilty. There 
were mitigating circumstances, the at- 
torney said, which had not been brought 
ont tit the trial; Rockwell would not 
dispute the statement of his wife, whom 
he had killed. 


The court asked Rockwell if he de- 


Bired to plead guilty, and the prisoner 
nodded hie bead in asaeut and replied, 
"yea, Bir." 


Attorney Smith announced that tho 


defendant waived time for paBaing sen- 
tence. Rockwell waa then 
told by 


Judge KiBley to stand up, and aekqd if 
he bad anything to aay before having 
judgment paased upon him. 


"No, 1 don't think I have; my attor- 


neys have paid everything there is to 
Bay," replied the prisoner without es- 
hibiiinc the least trace of excitement. 
Tn fact be did not appear to realize what 
the proceedings meant to him. 


In a deliberate raBuiier Judge Rialey 


pronounced tbe sentence of life impris- 
onment at Folsom, for which place tbe 
prisoner had a preference. 


After a farewell hanaahake with his 


attorneys, Rockwell was led off to jail 
by Bailiff Manley.

Ho and Mrs. Rook- 
well had been quarreling during the 
evening, and about 9 o'clock he pulled 
nut his piatol for tbe purpose of killing 
tier. She turned and ran out ol tbe 
house into tbe street, lie pursued her 
and emptied his pistol at her as tbey 
ran. Two bullets hit her, one in the 
shoulder and the other entered the 
brain through tbe back of the head. 
After tbo ehootinc Rockwell went 10 the 
jail and eave himself up. 


Mrs. Rockwell lingered between life 


and death for several moutha at the 
county hospital. She displayed such vi- 
tality that itwaa thonght ebe might re- 
cover, but she subsequently took a turn 
for the worae and succumbed to her in- 
jury. 


A three year old son of the unfortu- 


nate couple has been taken to Missouri 
by aome of hia mother's relatives, who 
will rear him. It was partly to save the 
little one from further disgrace, Rock- 
well saya, that he, wanted to go to prison 
as soon as possible.

Is Fresno's handsome and coetly new 
£h school building tho object of a fire 


fiend'edesifina? 


This is the question which has been 


agitating the members of the City Board 
o{ Education for the past week. So 
earful have they been ol the destruction 
of the beautiful edifice that they em- 
ployed ex-Deputy Sheriff Cash Thoma? 
as H night watchman about tbe prem- 
ises. 


The cauee of the alarm waa a charred 


spot, about two inches in diameter, 
under a stairway leading from the base- 
ment in the southwest corner ol the 
building to the first floor. It was dis- 
covered by Janitor Harbison, who im- 
mediately notified members 
of 
the 


board. 
They made an investigation 


and their suspicions were aroused to 
euch an extent that they deemed it ad- 
vieable to take action to prevent any 
attempt at incendiarism. 
They em 


ployed the beat man they could find to 
keep a watch at night and to work on 
the case. 


i'ha matter haa been kept very quiei 


in order that Detective Thomas migh 
work more effectively. Only the achoo 
trustees and eome of the teachera knew 
of the existence of thut charred apot 
and they kept the knowledge strictly to 
themselves. It leaked oat last night 
however, at the meeting oi the boan" 
when Trustee George II. Monroe movei 
to dispense with the services of thi 
night watchman. Tho motion waa car 
riod unanimously. 


During the week that Mr. Thomas ha 


been on duty nothing developed. Kr 
attempt to set tire to the building wai 
made, and the board came to the con 
elusion that a watchman was no longer 
necessary. 


How that charred spot came there i 


indeed something of a mystery, am 
though it is hardly probable that an at 
tempt was made to fire tho build 
ing, the 
circumstance was of socl 


a nature as to warrant the board in 
making an inyeatication and taking 
proper precautions. The burned spo 
is about a foot above the flooring, anr1 
the wood is charred considerably aui 
the paint blistered around the edges 
Janitor Harbison found no evidences o 
a fire having been kindled on the floor 
nor wore there any other indications o 
an attempt at incendiarism. The bea 
must have been applied directly to th 
wood. 


The most plausible explanation oi the 


charred spot sepma to he that advancet 
by Trustee G. P, Cummings to a REPDB

He would most probably 
bave placed a heap of Inflammable ma 
teriftl nearer tho foot of the stairway 
Tbe theory is hardly tenable th&t h 
held a torch to the wood aud was wait 
ing for it to ignite.

Fresno Supervisors Are Decided. 


Good Word for Rose. 
From tin.1 Lemoon.' T.etulur. 


Pursuant to an agreement at a recent 


uieating-oi the i'resno county JJoard of 
Supervisors, the board on Thursday of 
this week paid an official visit to the 
locality where it is proposed to build 
the much needed bridge acroaa Kinga 
riwr, and about which there has been so 
much talk during the past yeara but 
without anytning being done in the mat- 
ter. The full board was present and, 
after looking over the situation, they 
were unanimously of the opinion that 
the bridge was a necessity and gave as- 
surance th&t the bridge would be built 
at once. The bridge will be constructed 
at the point where the road leading 
north from Lemoore, by the Daniel 
Rhonda place, crosses said river, and 
wiit require a span abont 150 feet in 
length. A puny consisting of J. H. 
Fox, B. 0. Carr, G. E. Shore and Frank 
Powell drove down to the river on the 
morning of the supervisors' viait, and 
they were assured by the hoard that the 
bridge would be built, and that, too, at 
an early date.

GOOD ROADS FOB SOUTHWESTEKN 


JFEESNO COUNTY. 


Supervisor Koso Attending; To the 


Wants Of the People—Seces- 


sion Seiitinifint Dead. 


Supervisor M. S. Rose is making ex- 


tensive road improvements in the' south- 
western part of the county. The result 
ia that the residents of that section no 
longer have any desire to secede to 
Kinga county. The action of Supervisor 
Rose m giving that locality the road im- 
provements which wereurgently needed 
and which the taxpayers deserved killed 
the movement. 


it cannot be denied that this district 


has been neglected in' the matter of 
roads. In that section lying south of 
Kings river, embracing about two town- 
ships in area in the bend of the stream, 
the county has in some instances had 
deeds for theroadwayBasloiigutitweuty- 
eight years. Yet in all that time not 
one dollar was spent in improving them 
until Supervisor Rose recognized the 
claims of the people residing there. The 
land of the district is of excellent qual- 
ity and has always contributed largely 
to the coffers of the county. 


Constable J. P. K.err is in charge of 


the road work now going on there aud 
has had two scrapers in operation for 
the past month. He has put in good 
condition about fifteen miles of roads in 
the territory south of the river. The 
big county roller was sent out there a 
tew days ago, and it will be uaed to 
make the highway solid. 


As soon aa he finishes in this territory 


Mr. Korr will begin the grading of a 
road twelve miles in length, extending 
from Huron through the Warthan caii- 
you to the San Benito line in Priest's 
valley. This is a much traveled highway 
and needs improvement badly. It draws 
considerable travel into this county from 
Prieet's valley and the surrounding 
country in San Benito county. This 
territory also produces a great deal of 
•;rain which is hauled to and shipped on 
he Huron branch of the Southern 
Pacific. 


The people of the West Side nre well 


pleased with the attention that Super- 
visor Rose has shown them. Those 
who were most determined to leave 
Fresno county reside in the territory 
eouth of the river. Now that they have 
had their roads graded and tbe super- 
visors have promised 
to bridge the 


river, which will relieve them of the 
long roundabout course of crossing on 
the Kingston bridge, the people are sat- 
isfied! to remain in this county. When 
Mr. Kerr circulated a petition opposing 
the annexation of the strip to Kings 
county only one out of every ten real- 
dents refused to sign tho remonstrance.
